The Dream of a Dreamer. 


There is a fresh scientific sug- 
gestion every little while in regard 
to the way in which war is going 
to be abolished by being made 
impossivle. It was thought at 
one time that very destructive fire- 
arms might make war obsolete, 
and more recently some people 
have pinned their faith to ai:ships. 
Going far beyond each puny idea 
is the prophecy ascribed tq Dr. 
Gustave le Bon, the French phy- 
sicist, who calle attention to Hert- 
zian waves as the future agent of 
universal peace. Hertzfan waves 
are the electrical pulsations in the 
ether which are at present mainly 
used in wireless telegraphy, and, 
once propagated, they move in all 
directions. -If they could be oon- 
trolled and concentrated they 
could be made enormously destruc- 
tive to material objects. Having 
such possibly developments iu 
mind, Dr. Le Bon predicts that 
the discovery of an. apparatus for 
transmitting perallel Hertzian 
waves would render war impos- 
sible,

rors 10,000 yards bigh, but Dr.

_| apparatus can be made, ‘by which 


the vessels of a whole fleet, or an 
arsenal, or fortress, can be instant- 
ly destroyed,” Parabolic mirrors 
10,000 yards high, however, would 
mean mirrors running about six 
miles up io the air, and their prac- 
tical construction would be entire- 
ly out of the question.

Travelling by special train of 
six coaches, the members of the 
Winnipeg Canadian Exposition 
and Selkirk. Centennial, nearly 
‘ one handred in number, arrived 
in Lacombe about 9:30 Wednes- 
day.morning. They were met at 
the _ station by the Mayor and 
Councillors and members of the 
Board of Trade and escorted to 
the opera house, where addresses 
were delivered. 

Mayor Sharpe took the chair 
and introduced the first speaker, 
Mr T. Mayne Daly, of Winnipeg, 
who in a most interesting address, 
outlined the objects of the Cen 
tennial, and the purpose for which 
the delegation was touring the 
country. He gave a comprehen- 
sive outline of the Centennial idea 
and also told how the subject had 
been brought inte recent promi- 
uence, While it had only taken 
definite shape some three weeks 
previous, the idea had beeu first 
advanced by Thompson-Seton, the 
naturalist and autbor-artist, in a 
speech something over a year ago 
before the Canadian Club in Win- 
uipeg. Mr. Thompson-Seton re- 
ferred to the matter of settlement 
in Western Canada and reminded 
his hearers that the year 1912 
would mark the first centennial of 
the landing of Lord Selkirk in 
the West and the beginning of 
immigration.
